EMT(B) activities fared up with the celebration of the 40th anniver= 
sary of the Chinese Nationalists Government on 1 January 1951 when a 
mass meeting of EMT supvorters was held and decided to pledge full 
support to CHIANG Kaieshek and his Government against FAO Tse—tung; 


to urge all Overseas Chinese to stage anti-Communist and anti-Soviet 


campaigns and to refrain from using Communist text books and journals. 
An organigation knowns the Burma Overseas Chinese Societies Union is - 
also being sponsored by lecding KMT sympathizers to cooperate with the 
Union Government in their anti-Commmist drive. 


The CDL{B) 4s still carrying on the anti-American movement, though only 
svoradic response is forthcoming since Chimsse businessmen continue to 
stock and deal in American mannfactured goods. 


About 1,000 KMT guerrillas including 30 Shans are encamped in the Mong Haat 
area (99.15; 20-32). They are in touch with the KMT HQ at Mae Sal by 

radio and receive rations from Chiengmai in Thailand and Mong Han in 

Burma They plan to attack Kengtung State in mid—Mebruary, 


It ig revorted that about 2,000 Chinese Communist troops were dispatched 
to Kengma from Kunming to reinforce the troopa there who are fighting 
against EMT guerrillas and that 1,000 KMT guerrillas attacked some Com 
munist troops in the Wanting and Chefang areas and inflicted heavy loss 
on them, Thirty Communist soldiers were beheaded and their heads taken 
away by KMT guerrillas who were under the command of LU Kuo-—hsien. 


It 1s learned that some 300 KMT guerrillas armed with various types of 


weapons, who were hotly pursued by Commnist troops took refuge at Ho 
Hsawn (98-52; 23-24) near the border but left as gcon as the Communist 
troops were out of sight. About 35 EMT guerrillas umer the command of 
a former dacoit leader, LES Shi-kye, armed with 4 Brengs and 30 rifles 
arrived at Panglong. They left their families at Panglong and proceeded 
towards Iu Fang Mine. 


The Sawbwa of Kengma, whose wife is the niece of the Sawbm of Hsenvi in 
the Northern Shan States, is now taking refuge at Kokang, He has with 
him oe 60 viss of gold ard a radio set. His wife.is reported at 
Hsernzi, 


On 14 December 1950 Chinese Communist troops at the Wanting bridge fired 
upon a plane which was probably of the Burma Air Force.

The Chinese Embassy haa enlisted the help of individuals connected with such 
firme as the Jing Hong Treding Corporation of 174 Phayre Street, Rangoon, 


to vurchese motor vehicles, tires, petroleum products, an? other accessories 
to be smugeled into China via Ryuhkok. 


Tt 4g reliably learned that the Chinese Communist Government has recently 
ovened a firm in Wanting for the purpose of purchasing all smuggled goods 
from Burma, such as cotton, petroleum products, motor accessories, etc. 


Unidentified Chinese troops wearing red armbands with white crosses are 
reported to have infiltrated from the Northern Shan States into Burma, 
probably from Tangyang during the last week of December and that some 
2900 men were contacted at Maing Han on 10 January 1951, 


It 4a revorted that Chinese Communist reinforcements were being sent to 
Santa and Thipingchieh (97-52; 24940) from Tengehtung (92-29; 25-01) - 
with warn clothing for operations in the Santa-Thipingehleh area. These 
troops are under the command of a Shan Savbwa named FU Yin. 


15 Jameary 1951 


A meeting of the "xecutive Committee of the China Democratic League 

(Burma) (CDL(B)) was held at 13%, 16th Street, Rangoon on 14 January 1951, 
with YAP Chin-eng (aka YEH Chen~yung, YAP Kyin-eng), President of the 
CDL(B) in the chair, In the course of the meeting it was resolved to forn 
e "Burma-Chinese Trades Mission" to proceed to China in March 1951. The 
migaion will be headed by C. Seu-bin (aka HSU Ssu-min), an adviser to the 
CDL(B) end is to be sponsored by the Chinese Embassy which may algo finance 
it, STAO Kang, now second Secretary of the Chinese Embassy and a former 
nresident of the CDL(B), was presevt at the neeting. 


Some leedi~g Chinese merchants in Mandalay are renorted ‘to be smugeling 
Burma currency notes to China, where they are distributed to Chinese Communid 
apen's who are sent out to Burma to do propaganda work for the Chinese 
Communist Party (CCP). 


It 4g revorted that petroleum products, motor tires, and motor accessorics 

are being collected by Chinese, Indians ard Burmans and shipped to the 

Chinese border for sale to China. Gold is being paid in exchange to attract 
the business. Large epere gas tanks and new tires fixed to trucks and detached 
at the border are some of the means used for smug-ling the goods, it is learnt. 
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It is reverted that the Immigration Department and the military authori-~ 
ties of Kyuhkok have withdrawn all frontier passes issued to Chinese 
in order to tighten up security measures along the Frontier. 


19 Jamary 1951 


The Huey An Industrial Corporation Ltd., of 139 Latter Street, Rangoon, 
has sent HSU Jen-shang to Kyuhkok and Wanting to contact the Peoples | 
Trading Corporation to negotiate the sale of motor tires to the Chinese 
Communists. The Peoples Trading Corporation is a Chinese semi~Government 
concern at Wanting. HSU Jen-shang left Rangoon for Lashio by truck on 
16 January 1951, 


Week ending 20 January 1951 


The recent intensification of Communist propaganda among the Chinese 
youth by means of lectures and movies apnears to have had little effect 
in Moulmein. Here the majority of the Chinese remain staunchly pro- 
EMT despite a visit from members of the Chinese Enbassy. It.is:.reported 
that the Embassy personnel returned to Rangoon without seeing a single 
portrait of MAO-Tse-tung hanging in any shop or mivate home although 
nortraits of SUN Yat-sen and CHIANG Kai-shek were everywhere in evidence. 


About 250 Mon, Shan, and Kachin insurgents with some Chinese arrived at 
Mong Kao (98-26; 22-13) during the first week of Jamery 1951. 


Aporoximately 400 armed Chinese bandits led by Lee Shi Kye (sic) arrived 
at. Mong Keng (98-243 22—38) and joined with Law Iwei's (sic) followers 
to attack Tang Yan village (98-24; 22-29). ; 


23 January 1951 


Prominent leaders of the KMT in Burma will hold a maeting at the Fukienese 
Chinese Temple, Strand Road, Rangoon on 23 January 1951. The formation 
of an organization from among 71 mti-Communist and pro-KMT groups to be 
kvrown as the "Union of Brrma Chinese Societies’ Union" will be discussed. 
Two revresentatives from each of the 71 organizations will attend this 
meeting. 


Information has becn received that the KMT HQ, Taipei, Formosa, had issued 
instructions to the KMT(B) to urge all its members to register their names 
and to send the same to the HQ at Taipei by 1 March 1951. Mr. WONG Fei, 
Secretary General of the KHT(B), will shortly issue instructions to all the 
¥MT(B) branches in Burma, implementing these orders, 


24, January 1951

25 January 1951 


Large numbers of Chinese are reported to have arrived in Mythyina, Bhamo, 
Lashio, Mandalay, ard other frontier districts of Burma without proper 
visas or valid travel doeunents , 


Information has been reeatved tha a mumber of Chinese-owned trucks which 
went to Kyuhkok with eo¢tton were detained by the Customs officials at 
Kruhkok as the result of the Union Goverment banning the export of cotton 
to China, 


Week ending 27 January 1951 
It 1a renorted that tvo small afreratt landed ‘at Nangshih (98-35; 24.27) 
during the week and were well camouflaged at the Mangshih airfiai. Sone 
2,000 Commnist troops arrived at Mangshih from Paoshan and Langling ag 
reinforcementa, 
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One thousand ful ly equipped Communist troops vere transferred from Paoshan 


- to Tengehung to relieve 2,000 Communists already at Tengehung. Troop 


movements between Kunming and Paoshen were cut off as a result of guerrilla 


activity by some 3,000 KMT troons in the area, 


29 Januery 1951 


Ta Chinese Embassy is revorted to have secretiy instructed C Su-bin and 
YAP Kyin-eng of the CDL(B) to contact lerders of the Burma Workers and 
Peasantd Party, namely Thakins HLA KYWE and IWIN to get their cooperation 
for Communist propaganda in an anti-government campaign. Both Thakins 
LWIN and HLA KYWE have demanded a huge sum of money, 14 lakhs of rupees, 
from the Chinese Embassy for exvenses. 


The Government of Burma's dee’sion te hold cotton destined for China at 
the frontier from 12 January 1951 has caused considerable stir among 
Chinese cotton exporters in Mandalay. These exnorters are planning ways 
of anproaching the GOB te get the cotton bales released. a 


A rerort says that NAW SENG and some 1,000 of his followers including 
Chinese had been directed to move his HQ from Tali in Yunnan to the 
Burma border. 
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
